COVER  SKETCH 


The  Fobes  Memorial  Library,  the  subject  of  this  year's 
cover  picture,  was  given  to  the  Town  by  members  of  the 
Fobes  family  during  1905  and  1906.  The  Town  accepted  the 
gift  and  appointed  a  Library  Committee  during  1907.  Once 
the  Committee  was  formed  things  progressed  rapidly.  An 
architect  was  retained  who  submitted  plans  and  figures; 
bids  were  called  for  and  a  contractor,  J.  P.  Keating  of 
Westboro,  was  hired  to  do  the  work. 

Work  on  the  Library  Building  was  started  on  June  19, 
1907  and  was  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
land  was  graded  and  landscaped  during  the  fall  of  1907 
and  the  spring  of  1908. 

The  dedication  took  place  on  August  27,  1908,  with 
speeches  followed  by  a  dinner,  a  ballgame  at  the  athletic 
field,  and  a  drama  in  Memorial  Hall,  all  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Library  Committee  made  up  of  Harry  B.  Parker, 
Gardner  M.  Dean,  John  P.  Day,  George  W.  Stone  and 
Gharles  M.  Parker. 

The  Library  has  served  and  continues  to  serve  the 
people  of  Oakham  with  a  wide  variety  of  interesting  and 
well  chosen  literature  and  exhibits  and  with  a  pleasant 
spot  where  they  can  spend  a  little  time  in  quiet 
relaxation. 

We  all  deeply  appreciate  the  contributions  that  the 
Library  has  made  to  the  Town  and  to  the  Townspeople.

Hank  has  long  been  interested  in  Town  affairs  and 
served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  early  fifties 
and  has  held  other  offices  during  his  career.

The  dog  year  begins  on  April  1st,  and  pets  should  be 
licensed  by  that  date.  Remember  if  your  omi  dog  is  not 
licensed,  the  Dog  Officer  can  do  nothing  if  your  pet 
should  turn  up  missing. 

The  Clerk  receives  the  new  license  books  usually  the 
middle  of  March.  About  half  of  the  licenses  issued  each 
year  are  thru  the  mail  and  those  issued  at  the  Annual 
Rabies  Clinic  (sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  the 
Fire  Station  each  spring) . 

See  ’’Report  of  the  Town  Clerk”  for  the  Office  Hours. 

The  following  information  is  needed  for  a  dog  license: 
Name  and  address  of  Owner,  name  of  dog,  breed,  color  and 
sex  (if  the  dog  is  a  Spayed  Female,  the  Spayed  Certifi-  . 
cate  must  be  shown  the  first  time  that  the  dog  is 
licensed) .  DOGS  ARE  SUPPOSED  TO  BE  LICENSED  WHEN  THEY 
BECOME  THREE  NDNTHS  OF  AGE. 

The  dog  tag,  which  is  given  with  the  license,  is 
important  in  helping  to  find  a  lost  pet,  or  in  identify¬ 
ing  the  o^vner  of  a  stray  dog.  Strays  should  be  reported 
to  the  dog  officer  (882-3031)  or  assistant  dog  officer 
(882-5291)  within  twenty-four  hours.  Duplicate  dog  tags, 
to  replace  lost  ones,  can  be  made  up  by  the  Town  Clerk 
upon  request. 

It  is  a  State  Law  that  all  dogs  MUST  be  vaccinated  for 
Rabies  every  24  months.  This  is  as  much  for  protection 
of  people  as  it  is  for  the  health  of  your  animal.  Watch 
the  newspaper  for  the  date  of  the  next  Board  of  Health 
Rabies  Clinic  and  save  some  money.

Before  every  Special  and  before  the  Annual  Town  Ffeeting 
and  Election  (also  before  every  State  and/or  Federal 
Primary  and  Election)  the  Board  of  Registrars  hold  Spe¬ 
cial  Registration  Sessions.  Watch  the  Town  Hall,  Library 
and  Post  Office  Bulletin  Boards  and  the  Barre  Gazette 
and  Worcester  Telegram  and  Gazette  for  these  special 
hours.  At  any  of  the  Town  Clerk's  regular  office  hours, 
you  may  drop  by  to  register  to  vote.  You  may  make  an 
appointment  with  any  of  the  four  Registrars  and  register 
in  their  home,  if  that  is  more  convenient.

It  only  takes  a  minute  to  register  to  vote.  You  have 
heard  the  saying,  "Every  vote  counts".  It  really  does  in 
Oakham  I  You  may  register  as  soon  as  you  move  into  Oakham 
and  you  may  register  to  vote  in  your  27th  year  (of  age) . 
You  may  not  vote  though,  until  the  day  before  your  18th 
birthday.  Once  you  register  to  vote,  you  do  not  need  to 
re-register  until  either  you  move  or  your  name  changes. 

Don't  forget  to  request  an  absentee  ballot  if  you  think 
you  will  not  be  able  to  get  to  the  polls  for  an  Election. 


Special  Town  Meeting  -  April  1 ,  ]978 


All  votes  oral  and  unanimous,  unless  otherwise  specified. 
ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  three  quarter 
ton,  four  wheel  drive,  pickup  truck  for  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment,  turning  in  the  1973  Chevrolet  pickup  truck 
now  owned  by  the  Town  in  trade  there- for  and  that  the 
sum  of  $4,395.00  be  appropriated  from  the  Highway  Ma¬ 
chinery  Fund  to  m.eet  the  cost  thereof. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  be  transferred 
from  the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery 
Account . 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  one-way  snow 
plow  for  the  Highway  Department  and  that  the  sum  of 
$2,130.00  be  appropriated  from  funds  available  in  the 
Highway  Safety  Program  Account  to  meet  the  cost  thereof. 

ARTICLE  4. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  use  in 
conjunction  with  the  sum  of  $1,500  appropriated  from 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
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held  on  June  20,  1977,  these  funds  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  photo  type  copier  for  use  by  the 
Selectmen  and  certain  other  departments  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  5. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00,  received  from 
the  State  as  a  grant  for  Library  purposes,  be  appropri¬ 
ated  for  use  to  help  meet  the  cost  of  operating  the 
Library  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  6. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,958.95,  received  from 
Krussell  Insurance  Agency  to  cover  the  cost  of  repairing 
damage  to  one  of  the  Town's  fire  trucks  by  an  explosion, 
to  be  appropriated  and  returned  to  the  Fire  Department 
to  replace  funds  used  to  meet  the  cost  of  these  repairs. 

ARTICLE  7. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $100.00,  received  from 
the  Oakham  Grange,  be  appropriated  and  used  to  help  meet 
the  cost  of  heating  Memorial  Hall  and  that  the  Grange 
be  given  a  vote  of  thanks  for  this  and  the  many  other 
contributions  that  they  have  made  to  the  Town.

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Donna  Neylon,  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  above 
motion  to  read: 

That  the  To\m  eliminate  the  Annual  Tovm  Caucus,  recind 
the  law  originally  permitting  it  (Acts  of  1890,  Chapter 
386)  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  Caucus,  and  instead  to 
make  use  of  Nomination  Papers  for  each  elected  Town 
Office.  The  amendment  was  seconded,  and  there  was  dis¬ 
cussion.  After  the  question  was  moved  the  vote  v^s  by 
show  of  hands:  YES  43  and  NO  16.  The  Moderator  de¬ 
clared  the  amendment  carried. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  eliminate  the  Annual  Town 
Caucus,  recind  the  law  originally  permitting  it  (Acts 
of  1890,  Chapter  386)  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  Caucus, 
and  instead  to  make  use  of  Nomination  Papers  for  each 
elected  Town  Office. 

ARTICLE  15. 

It  was  voted  that  a  Study  Committee  be  created  to 
determine  the  need  and  method  of  funding  the  purchase 
of  a  new  fire  truck,  this  committee  to  consist  of  seven 
members,  three  to  be  members  of  the  Oakham  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  and  appointed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department; 
one  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  one  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee;  and  two  members  at 
large  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  this  Committee 
to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  to  report  back  to 
the  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting  with  it’s  findings. 

ARTICLE  16. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  Clerk  be  authorized  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  possibilities  of  preserving  the  Records  of 
the  Town;  to  ask  for  and  receive  estimates  on  the  cost 
of  binding  and  preserving  these  records;  to  ask  for  and 
receive  estimates  on  the  cost  of  repairs  and/or  replace¬ 
ment  of  the  existing  storage  place;  and  to  determine 
alternate  methods  of  funding;  the  Town  Clerk  to  report 
back  with  her  findings  to  a  Special  Town  Nfeeting  to  be 
held  before  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  17. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Council  on 
Aging  as  a  vote  of  progress.  (As  the  actual  report  of 
the  Council  on  Aging  was  quite  in  depth  and  lengthy  it 
is  not  printed  here.  It  is  on  record  in  the  Town  Report 
Book,  Vol.  11,  pages  140-142  and  copies  are  available 
for  those  who  request  so  from  the  Town  Clerk.) 
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ARTICLE  18. 

It  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  In¬ 
vestigate  the  Need,  Location  and  Cost  of  a  new  Highway 
Department  Building  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress 
and  that  the  Committee  be  continued  for  another  year. 

The  report  as  read  by  Mr.  Wesley  H.  Dwelly,  Chairman 
of  this  Committee  is  as  follows: 

"During  the  1978  fiscal  year  we  sought  funds  under 
Round  2,  E.D.A. .  As  with  Round  1,  we  did  not  qualify, 
even  though  our  unemployment  rate  was  high,  the  number 
of  unenployed  was  too  low. 

The  Committee  still  feels  the  Highway  Department 
Garage  is  antiquated  and  insufficient  to  our  needs,  but 
want  to  explore  every  avenue  to  procure  federal  funds. 

We  are  presently  working  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
as  well  as  the  Rural  Community  Consortium  for  federal 
aid.  The  route  to  be  followed  is  a  grant  for  Emergency 
Relief  funds.  This  would  be  one-hundred  per-cent  Federal 
Funding. 

The  building  to  be  proposed  will  be  used  by  the  Rural 
Communities  Consortium;  Highway;  Police;  Cemetery;  and 
Parks  and  Recreation  Departments  as  well  as  other 
municipal  offices. 

There  will  be  at  least  two  public  hearings.  The  first 
to  explain  the  guide  lines  and  get  public  opinion  and 
input.  The  second  to  explain  the  actual  grant  including 
the  total  cost  of  building. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  request  that  the  present 
committee  be  kept  on  and  two  more  members  be  appointed 
to  take  the  place  of  those  who  moved  away.  A  report  of 
the  findings  of  this  committee  to  be  given  at  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  19. 

It  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  School  Building 
Committee  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress  and  the 
Committee  be  continued  for  another  year  or  until  such 
time  as  all  work  has  been  completed.  The  report  as  given 
by  Chairman  John  D.  Neylon,  Jr.  is  as  follows: 

"After  much  difficulty,  involved  in  the  conpletion  of 
the  School  Building  project,  the  Committee  is  finally 
reaching  an  end  to  its  financial  resources. 

Last  year's  efforts  were  directed  in  a  sincere  attempt 
to  complete  an  all-purpose  athletic  field  on  the  north¬ 
east  side  of  the  school  facilities. 
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Land  when  disturbed  requires  time  to  heal;  this  being 
a  new  site,  it  was  felt  that  we  should  give  the  land 
time  in  this  area  of  development  a  period  to  settle. 

With  materials  available  we  attempted  to  put  this  land 
in  a  condition  so  that,  if  finish  landscaping  is  author¬ 
ized,  that  the  results  should  be  of  a  lasting  nature. 

We  have  not  finalized  the  amount  of  funds  that  will 
be  needed  to  finalize  this  all-purpose  field.  We  will 
approach  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  have  a  Special  Town 
Nfeeting  to  either  appropriate  or  transfer  the  necessary 
amount’ ' . 

ARTICLE  20. 

The  Motion  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the 
sum  of  $600.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  Council 
on  Aging.  Recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The 
Amendment  was  offered  by  Chairman  Zysk  of  the  Council 
on  Aging  to  change  the  amount  from  $600.  to  $3,050.00. 

His  original  amendment  read  to  transfer  the  amount  from 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  but  that  was  dropped  and  the 
amount  was  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  when  the  select¬ 
men  pointed  out  that  without  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
being  mentioned  in  the  original  article,  it  could  not 
be  mentioned  in  any  motion  or  amendment.  The  vote  on 
the  amendment  after  discussion,  was  by  YES-NO  slips  and 
the  results  were  48  NO  and  19  YES.  The  Nfoderator  de¬ 
clared  the  amendment  defeated.  The  article  as  voted 
reads : 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $600.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  Council  on  Aging. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn.  There  were  90  voters  at  the 
Annual  To\\n  Meeting  (16.8%  of  those  eligible).  There 
were  320  voters  who  cast  their  ballots  at  the  Annual 
Town  Election  (53.6%  of  those  eligible).

ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk 
regarding  the  preservation  and  storage  of  town  records 
as  a  vote  of  progress. 

The  Town  Clerk  reported  on  various  letters  that  she 
had  written  requesting  information,  estimates,  etc.. 

She  believes  that  all  of  the  records  in  the  custody  of 
the  Town  Clerk  can  be  repaired,  preserved  for  under 
$5,000.  and  is  in  the  process  of  finding  a  Federal  or 
State  Grant  to  apply  under  for  this  amount  of  money. 

She  also  reported  that  one  Estimator  declared  that  the 
vault  is  in  fine  shape. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  to  help  meet  the 
cost  of  operating  the  Police  Department,  (recommended 
by  the  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  to  pass  over  this  Article.  (The  Selectmen 
stated  that  this  bill  had  already  been  paid  from  the 
Anti -Recess ion  Fund,  per  order  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Finance  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  4. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,000. 
from  the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery 
Account  for  use  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  5. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  transfer  the  amount  of 
$4,700.  from  the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway 
Machinery  Account  for  use  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  6. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$34.58  received  from  the  County  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Control  for  use  by  the  Tree  Warden  for  this  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  7. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  carry  over  the  reminder 
of  the  Chapter  90  Improvement  Account  at  the  end  of  this 
current  fiscal  year  into  fiscal  year  1979. 

ARTICLE  8. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  any  funds  which  my 
be  alloted  to  the  Town  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  im¬ 
provements  of  Town  roads  under  the  provisions  of  Chapt. 
356  of  the  Acts  of  1977. 

ARTICLE  9. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.  from  funds  raised  and  appropriated  for  Local  Rds 
under  Article  6  of  the  1978  Annual  Town  Meeting,  these 
funds  to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  or  work  on 
roads  not  under  the  State  Aid  Primary  System  and  to  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  funds  provided  by  the  State 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1977. 

ARTICLE  10. 

(recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee:  ’’withhold 
approval  pending  amendment- -leave  out  words  ’’Regional” 
and  ’’town’s  share  of  the  cost”,  request  secret  ballot.”) 
It  was  voted  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600. 
from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  to  meet  the  cost  of  trans¬ 
portation  for  the  elderly  when  it  becomes  available.  The 
vote  was  by  written  yes-no  slips.  36  YES  and  28  NO  and 
was  declared  passed  by  the  ^foderator. 

ARTICLE  11. 

The  following  is  the  article  as  presented  by  the 
Planning  Board.  Each  section  was  discussed  and  a  voice 
vote  was  taken  at  the  end  of  each  section  to  see  if  it 
passed  the  mjority  of  voter’s  approval. 

At  the  end,  the  Article  was  voted  in  its  entirety  by 
written  ballot.  The  results:  YES  33  and  29  NO.  As  this 
is  a  Zoning  Amendment,  a  2/3rds  vote  was  required,  there¬ 
fore  the  Article  was  defeated.  The  following  (along  with 
the  article  as  presented)  is  whatever  action  was  taken 
on  each  section. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  1975  and  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  in  the  following  manner  to  bring  into  conformity 
therewith: 
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Section  1:  "add  6.4  to  Section  VI.  Special  Regulation. 
Pre-existing  nonconforming  structures  or  uses  may  be  ex¬ 
tended  or  altered,  provided  that  the  Planning  Board,  as 
Special  Permit  granting  authority  shall  find  that  such 
change,  extension,  or  alteration  shall  not  be  substan¬ 
tially  more  detrimental  than  the  existing  nonconforming 
use  to  the  neighborhood." 

The  motion  was  made  by  Hazel  Young  and  seconded  by  the 
voters,  that  "Until  such  time  as  the  Planning  Board  pro¬ 
vides  an  Article  which  clearly  defines  what  will  con¬ 
stitute  a  change,  alteration  or  extension  of  non-con- 
forming  use  Section  I  of  Article  11  be  omitted  from 
vote.  Vote  on  this  was  oral  and  declared  unanimous  by 
the  Moderator. 

Section  2:  "7.4  of  Section  VII.  Administration,  Spec. 

Permits:  add  after  1st  sentence  (omit  second  sentence): 
Special  Permits  shall  be  issued  after  a  public  hearing 
which  must  be  held  within  sixty-five  (65)  days  after 
the  effective  date  of  filing  a  special  permit  applica¬ 
tion.  The  effective  date  of  filing  is  the  date  the 
application  is  filed  with  the  Planning  Board,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  forthwith  be  given  to  the  Town  Clerk  by  the 
applicant." 

Section  3:  "7.4  of  Section  VII.  Administration,  Special 
Permits :  add  before  last  sentence.  A  special  permit 
shall  lapse  within  two  (2)  years  from  the  grant  thereof, 
in  addition  to  such  time  required  to  pursue  or  await 
the  determination  of  an  appeal  referred  to  in  section 
170F  of  the  Zoning  Act,  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  if  a  substantial  use  thereof  has  not  soon¬ 
er  commenced,  except  for  good  cause,  or,  in  the  case  of 
permit  for  construction,  if  construction  has  not  begun 
by  such  date,  except  for  good  cause." 

Section  4:  "7.5  of  Section  VII.  Administration,  Board 

of  Appeals:  change  Board  of  Appeals  to  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  where  mentioned." 

Before  the  written  ballot  was  taken  there  was  a  motion 
to  reconsider  the  vote  taken  on  section  1.  The  vote  was 
by  a  standing  vote,  there  was  22  votes  to  reconsider 
section  1  and  41  opposed.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was 
declared  defeated  by  the  Moderator. 
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ARTICLE  12. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  amend  Chapter  II,  Section  1 
(as  amended)  o£  it’s  Town  By-Laws,  which  states  ’’The 
Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  called  at  12  o’clock  noon 
on  the  first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year”  to  read  ’’The 
Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  called  at  10:00  a.m.  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year.”  **  see  note 

ARTICLE  13. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  amend  Chapter  II,  Section  1 
(as  amended)  of  it’s  Town  By-Laws  which  states  ’’The 
Polls  shall  be  opened  at  12  o’clock  noon  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April  of  each  year  and  shall  remain  open  until 
8:00  P.M.  for  the  purpose  of  election  of  Town  Officers 
and  voting  on  such  matters  as  may  be  voted  for  on  the 
official  ballot,  the  meeting  shall  then  be  adjourned 
until  8:00  P.M.  on  the  following  or  second  ^bnday  of 
April  of  each  year,  at  which  time  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  for  the  transaction  of  other  business  shall  be  held. 
The  election  of  officers  shall  be  considered  as  part  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting,”  to  read,  "The  polls  shall  be 
opened  at  10:00  A.M.  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  of 
each  year  and  shall  remain  open  until  8:00  P.M.  for  the 
purpose  of  election  of  Town  Officers  and  voting  on  such 
matters  as  may  be  voted  for  on  the  official  ballot,  the 
meeting  shall  then  be  adjourned  until  7:30  P.M.  on  the 
following  or  second  Monday  of  April  of  each  year  at 
which  time  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  other  business  shall  be  held.  The  election  of  officers 
shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the  Annual  Town  ^feeting.” 
**  see  note 

ARTICLE  14. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  amend  it’s  Town  by-laws. 
Chapter  II,  Section  3,  which  reads,  "Notice  of  every 
town  meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting  copies  of  the 
warrant  therefor,  in  a  least  three  public  places  in 
town,  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  day  fixed  for 
such  meeting,”  to  read,  "Notice  of  every  town  meeting 
shall  be  given  by  posting  attested  copies  of  the  warrant 
therefor,  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  town,  not 
less  than  seven  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Annual 
Town  >feeting  and  not  less  than  fourteen  days  before  the 
day  fixed  for  any  Special  Town  Nfeeting.”  **  see  note 
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ARTICLE  15. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  amend  it’s  Town  By-Laws, 
Chapter  VII,  Section  1,  which  reads,  "The  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  annually,  during  the  month  of  March, 
appoint  one  inspector  of  gas  piping,  and  appliances  in 
buildings,  whose  duties  shall  be  the  enforcement  of

tion  12H  of  Chapter  15  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended". 
**  see  note. 

ARTICLE  16. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  $717.25,  received 
by  the  Town  from  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  and  to  appropriate 
that  sum  to  help  meet  the  cost  of  operating  the  Fire 
Department  during  the  fiscal  year  1978. 

ARTICLE  17. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  carry  over  the  sum  of 
$1,025.00  received  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  Agent's 
fees  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  into  fiscal  year  1979, 
this  amount  to  be  used  to  help  meet  the  cost  of  operat¬ 
ing  the  Board  of  Health.

It  was  voted  that 
the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00,  this 
amount  to  be  used  to  help  meet  the  cost  of  operating  the 
Historical  Commission  for  the  fiscal  year  1979. 
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All  articles  were  sponsored  by  and  motions  made  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  except  for  the  following: 

Articles  1,  12,  13,  15  and  15  by  Town  Clerk 
Article  11  by  Planning  Board 
Article  10  Council  on  Aging 

Article  18  by  W.  Aubrey  D.  March,  representing  well 

over  100  petitioners. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned.  There  were  74  voters  attending.

The  office  hours  of  the  To\m  Clerk  were  changed  mid¬ 
year  to  coincide  with  the  change  in  meeting  night  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Although  the  Board  of  Selectmen  again 
changed  their  meeting  night  (back  to  Tuesdays)  the  Town 
Clerk  hours  have  not  been  changed  again  and  at  this  time, 
continue  to  be  each  J^nday  and  Thursday  evening  from 
7  p.m.  to  9  p.m. .  If  these  hours  and/or  nights  should 
be  changed,  notices  will  be  posted  appropriately. 

A  major  change  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office  in  1978  was, 
as  you  may  have  noticed,  that  I  am  harder  to  get  ahold 
of!  I've  taken  a  full-time  secretarial  position  in 
Worcester  and,  as  a  result  I  am  now  only  available  either 
at  my  office  hours  in  the  Town  Hall,  or  through  the  mail. 

Although  I  am  still  available  at  home  for  filing  in¬ 
tentions  for  Marriage,  this  is  only  by  appointment  and 
no  other  Town  business  is  conducted  at  home. 

Beside  attending  various  informational  County  and 
State-wide  Town  Clerk  Organizational  meetings,  your  Clerk 
took  a  brief  course  (at  no  cost  to  the  Town)  on  Grant 
writing,  sponsored  by  the  Worcester  County  Extension 
Service  at  Worcester  State  College. 

In  August,  I  also  attended  the  4th  Annual  Certified 
Municipal  Clerks  Institute  at  Salve  Regina  College,  New¬ 
port,  Rhode  Island.  It  was  my  third  year  attending  this 
5  day  Institute.  Before  my  Graduation  on  August  25th, 
which  was  attended  by  my  husband  Jack  and  children  Norma 
and  Matthew,  I  attended  classes  in  each  of  the  following: 

Public  Speaking 
Personal  Capacity  Building 
Concepts  of  Professionalization 
Zero -Based  Budgeting 

"Arctic  Survival"  (an  exercise  in  planning) 
Problem  Solving 

Relations  within  organizations,  and 
Roles  of  the  Municipal  Clerk 

The  classes  were  exciting  and  informative  but  having 
the  opportunity  to  compare  our  own  local  situations. 
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problems  and  solutions  with  the  other  clerks  and  to  have 
the  Professors  available  after  class  so  that  we  could 
’’pick  their  brains”,  was  also  beneficial. 

We  were  also  given  the  opportunity  to  help  plan  for 
next  year's  classes- -what  would  we  like  to  learn  about, 
especially  valuable  or  invaluable  aspects  of  our  3rd 
year,  proposed  additions  and/or  deletions  for  the  future 
etc. . 

1978 's  Post  Grads  spent  the  week  learning  Parlimentary 
Procedures  and  on  Friday  afternoon  put  on  for  our 
Pleasure  and  information,  a  Mock  Council  Meeting. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  largest  attendance  at  Salve 
Regina  for  the  Institute.  There  were  Clerks  from  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  Maine,  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,  with  the  majority  of  the  Clerks 
coming  from  Mass.  ’. 

Oakham,  as  everyone  has  noticed,  is  growing.  As  your 
Town  Clerk,  I  can  see  exciting  changes.  For  example,  our 
new  neighbors  are  getting  themselves  registered  to  vote 
shortly  after  they  unpacki  But  best  of  all,  they  show 
they  care  for  Oakham  like  we  do,  by  attending  many  of 
the  Board  and  Committee  meetings,  and  the  Town  Nfeetings. 

During  1978  the  Board  of  Registrars  registered  a  total 
of  59  individuals.  During  January,  1979  12  more  were 
added  to  the  voting  list.  At  this  time,  with  the  census 

nearly  completed,  we  have  _ on  the  voting  list. 

Last  year  found  935  individuals  living  in  Oakham.  I  feel 
that  we  may  find  close  to  1,000  as  the  results  of  the 
Jan.,  1979  census  are  counted. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publically 
thank  the  Oakham  Fire  Department  and  the  Auxiliary  for 
their  support  of  the  Board  of  Registrars  with  the  excel¬ 
lent  Census  that  they  performed  for  the  Board  and  the 
School  Committee.  The  majority  of  the  Town  was  conpleted 
in  one  day,  leaving  a  few  roads  to  be  covered  by  tele¬ 
phone  and  relatively  little  follow-up  on  my  part. 
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Thank  you  also,  all  of  you  who  cooperated  with  the 
Oakham  Fire  Department  by  giving  your  census  information 
and  those  of  you  who  answered  the  letter  left  in  your 
door  if  you  weren’t  home  when  they  stopped  by.  It  was 
your  quick  responses  that  helped  us  conplete  the  census 
so  early. 

Thank  you  Oakham  Fire  Department,  I  hope  you  will 
seriously  consider  making  the  census  our  annual  partner¬ 
ship.

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Report  of  The  Board  of  Selectmen 


We  are  pleased  to  present  to  the  people  of  Oakham  our 
report  for  the  calendar  year  ending,  December  31,  1978. 
Financially,  1978  has  been  one  of  our  poorest  years.  The 
Town  has  had  to  continuously  renew  it’s  loan  of  $100,000. 
since  July  1,  1978,  just  to  keep  enough  cash  on  hand  to 
pay  the  bills  and  make  the  payroll.  For  a  five  to  six 
week  period  at  the  end  of  the  year,  we  had  to  hold  up 
payment  of  all  bills  so  that  we  could  continue  to  make 
the  payroll. 

The  reason  for  this  poor  monetary  situation  is  that  in 
1977  the  town  was  mandated  by  the  state  to  re-evaluate 
to  100%  full  and  fair  cash  value.  The  Metropolitan  Dis¬ 
trict  Commission’s  (MDC)  payment  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  would 
have  nearly  doubled  as  did  many  other  large  land  owners 
in  Town.  However  the  MDC  did  at  that  time  agree  to  make 
the  payment.  The  tax  rate  was  set  accordingly.  The  MDC 
now  refuses  to  make  any  payment  to  the  town  and  has  not 
made  a  payment  since  fiscal  1977,  therefore  we  finished 
fiscal  year  1978  with  a  $37,000  deficit  and  we’re  late 
setting  the  tax  rate  for  fiscal  1979. 

At  the  June  1978  Special  Town  ^^eeting  a  groi^  of  con¬ 
cerned  citizens  petitioned  the  town  to  have  an  Article 
placed  on  the  warrant  mandating  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  take  whatever  action  necessary  to  insure  that 
the  town  receives  full  payment  from  the  ^C)C.  At  this 
writing  the  MDC  has  notified  the  Town  that  there  will 
not  be  an  out  of  court  settlement.  We  are  now  a\N/aiting 
our  day  in  court. 

The  State  has  mandated  that  we  either  close  our  sani¬ 
tary  landfill  or  bring  it  up  to  state  environmental 
standards.  This  may  cost  the  Town  an  additional  $10,000. 
or  more  in  fiscal  1979. 

The  school  budget  is  up  by  $16,669.  (9%),  $12,552.  of 
which  is  mandated  by  the  state. 

So  far  this  adds  up  to  approximately  an  18%  increase 
due  entirely  to  a  partial  list  of  state  mandated  pro¬ 
grams.  This  year  Governor  King  has  indicated  that  he 
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will  put  a  cap  on  local  spending  of  +5%  over  last  year’s 
budget.  The  figures  don’t  make  sense  and  can  only  mean 
continuing  financial  trouble  for  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Council  on  Aging  has  made  tremen¬ 
dous  strides  in  serving  the  aged  of  our  town.  A  full  re¬ 
port  will  be  given  to  the  town  by  their  chairman  at  the 
annual  town  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting  as  the  Conservation 
Commission  held  hearings  on  two  applications  for  a  Deter¬ 
mination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Act  to  land 
owned  by  Garrett  Donlin  and  one  Notice  of  Intent  to 
alter  land  also  owned  by  Garrett  Donlin. 

The  Board  again  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  Oakham 
for  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  represent  and  serve 
them  and  for  their  understanding  and  cooperation  through¬ 
out  the  year.

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Report  of  The  Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board  is  charged  with  three  types  o£ 
responsibilities  --to  draw  up  by-laws  and  rules  and 
regulations,  to  administer  Special  Permits  and  the  Sub¬ 
division  Control  Law,  and  to  compile  a  Master  Plan.  The 
Board  is  happy  to  report  that  it  has  made  progress  in 
all  three  areas. 

At  the  June  30,  1978  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Board 
presented  for  approval  four  amendments  to  the  Town  By¬ 
law  which  would  align  it  with  the  new  State  Zoning  Act 
effective  July  1,  1978.  The  proposal  was  defeated,  which 
unfortunately  leaves  the  town  with  an  illegal  bylaw. 
However,  in  conpliance  with  the  new  zoning  law,  the  Board 
has  been  able  to  complete  the  Special  Permit  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  the  Special  Permit  Application  Form  and 
Data  sheet.  Also,  the  Board  has  begun  to  review  its  Sub¬ 
division  Rules  and  Regulations. 

In  the  area  of  zoning  administration,  the  Board  took 
several  actions.  20  plot  plans  were  endorsed  as  not 
requiring  subdivision  control.  An  application  for  a  used 
car  sales  lot  was  reviewed  and  denied  as  not  permitted 
under  the  Special  Permit  bylaw.  The  Board  ruled  that  a 
day-care  facility  for  six  or  fewer  children  could  be 
considered  a  "customary  home  occupation"  and,  as  such, 
did  not  require  a  Special  Permit.  Plans  for  the  town’s 
first  subdivision  were  approved. 

The  Board  took  a  first  step  toward  drawing  up  a  Master 
Plan  by  working  with  three  WPI  students  who  are  conpil- 
ing  a  baseline  study  and  a  survey  of  recreation  facil¬ 
ities  in  town.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  all  Citizens 
who  participated  in  the  poll  conducted  as  part  of  this 
survey.  Other,  perhaps  more  vital,  studies  will  be  un¬ 
dertaken  as  the  Board  and  the  sudents  gain  more  experi¬ 
ence.

This  year,  the  Fire  Department  started  a  chimney  clean¬ 
ing  and  inspection  program.  Public  response  to  this  was 
much  greater  than  expected  and  helped  us  to  raise  money 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  emergency  equipment. 

Winterization  of  the  fire  station  was  completed  with 
help  from  T  §  C  Contractors. 

Through  the  continued  efforts  of  Assistant  Civil  De¬ 
fense  Director,  Gary  LeBlanc,  the  fire  department  has 
obtained  an  M-37  military  pick-up  truck  at  no  cost  to 
the  town.  This  Vehicle  is  presently  being  converted  to 
a  rescue  truck  with  monies  raised  by  both  the  fire¬ 
fighters  and  the  Auxiliary.  We  are  also  pleased  to  have 
the  addition  of  a  CD  frequency  radio  housed  in  the 
Emergency  Dispatch  Center  at  the  station.  We  hope  that 
continued  communication  with  the  CD,  will  enable  us  to 
receive  more  state  and/or  federal  assistance. 

The  Fire  Truck  Study  Committee  spent  much  time  working 
on  outlining  the  needs  of  Oakham,  present  and  future, 
concerning  our  fire  trucks.  There  is  general  consensus 
that  a  new  fire  truck  is  needed  and  that  further  delays 
can  only  jeopardize  fire  protection  and  increase  costs 
due  to  inflation.  The  members  of  the  fire  department  ask 
for  your  continued  support  in  helping  the  department  to 
continue  inproving  fire  protection  in  Oakham.

Annual  Dog  Officer  Report 


This  year  has  proved  to  be  a  very  successful  year  for 
the  Dog  Officer.  First  of  all,  we  have  introduced  a  dog 
restraining  by-law  that  has  worked  fairly  well  in  most 
cases.  This  law  can  only  work  if  we  have  the  full  co¬ 
operation  of  every  dog  owner.  This  law  is  still  in  effect 
daily  from  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  and  it  means  that  dogs  need 
not  be  leashed  but  must  be  under  owners  supervision  or 
in  owners  enclosure. 

Second  of  all,  with  the  help  and  understanding  of  the 
Selectmen,  George  F.  Wells  Jr.  was  appointed  assistant 
dog  officer. 

And  finally-  most  inportant  of  all-  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  town  of  Oakham  with  the  help  of  my 
wife,  Marcia,  and  the  newly  elected  Town  Treasurer, 

Susan  Birch,  the  town  has  received  over  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  from  the  County  Dog  Fund  for  boarding  and  disposal 
of  dogs.  This  amount  is  apt  to  increase  by  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year.

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Report  of  The  Board  of  Health 


Of  perhaps  the  most  interest  to  fellow  townspeople, 
the  Board  of  Health  during  calendar  1978  issued  46  Dis¬ 
posal  Works  Construction  Permits.  These  permits  are  a 
fairly  accurate  reflection  of  new  housing  starts,  al¬ 
though  a  holder  of  such  a  permit  has  two  years  from  date 
of  issue  to  commence  construction  of  his/her  septic 
system. 

The  usual  campground  inspections,  food  service  inspec¬ 
tions  and  housing  inspections  were  carried  out.  As  a 
result  of  housing  inspections,  three  dwellings  were  con¬ 
demned  and  two  ordered  destroyed.  Also,  one  conplaint 
regarding  septic  seepage  was  answered. 

Board  of  Health  members  attended  several  seminars  rel¬ 
ative  to  waste  disposal.  Hopefully,  1979  will  see  an  in¬ 
crease  in  this  sort  of  activity. 

The  landfill  situation  escalated  to  a  crisis  as  the 
year  drew  near  its  end,  with  the  State  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering  demanding  conpliance 
with  the  state  mandates  concerning  the  operation  of  san¬ 
itary  landfills  and  the  Town  running  low  on  funds  at  the 
same  time.  As  of  this  writing,  the  outcome  has  not  been 
determined  but  the  future  of  the  landfill  is  to  be  de¬ 
cided  at  a  special  town  meeting  in  early  1979. 

On  a  more  cheerful  note,  the  Board  of  Health  has  proved 
to  be  self-supporting  during  the  past  year,  its  collec¬ 
ted  fees  less  expenses  enriching  the  town  offers  by  in 
excess  of  $500.

For  fiscal  1978,  Chapter  90  Improvement  Funds  were 
used  to  widen  and  gravel  sections  of  various  unimproved 
roads.  Road  mix  was  applied  to  sections  of  Barre,  Spencer, 
Scott,  and  Old  Turnpike  Roads.  An  apportionment  of  these 
funds  were  also  used  to  rebuild  1200'  of  New  Braintree 
Road,  starting  at  the  Oakham-New  Braintree  Town  Line. 

General  road  maintenance  consisting  of  drainage  work, 
brush  cutting,  patching,  seal  coating  and  street  sweep¬ 
ing  was  accomplished  by  using  General  Highway  and  Road 
Oiling  Accounts.  All  of  these  being  Town  appropriated 
funds.

SCHOOL  REPORT  1977-78 


The  process  of  refinement  of  the  Educational  System  at 
the  Oakham  Center  School  continued  during  the  school  year 
'77  -  '78.  The  entire  school  benefited  from  the  addition 
of  a  Title  IV-C  Innovative  Education  Project  to  our  sci¬ 
ence  curriculum  called  MUNCH.  This  integrated  program  of 
Nutrition  Education  and  Family  Style  Feeding  was  a  great 
source  of  excitement  and  education  for  staff  and  students. 
MUNCH  has  become  part  of  our  science  program  and  will  be 
continued  in  future  years. 

In  developing  the  project  Oakham  Center  School  has  be¬ 
come  a  Pilot  School  for  the  schools  in  the  State  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  to  follow. 

Ms.  Betty  Kolofsky  continued  as  Kindergarten  teacher 
mornings  and  Clinical  Nursery  teacher  afternoons.  Her 
blend  of  Social  and  Academic  readiness  teaching  has  given 
our  Kindergarten  students  and  multiple  handicapped  pre¬ 
schoolers  a  firm  foundation  from  which  to  grow.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  her  formal  school  duties  Ms.  Kolofsky  also 
manages  to  direct  a  Creative  Movement  Dance  Class  which 
each  year  presents  a  very  professional  Spring  Dance 
recital.  This  year's  "Disco  Disney"  was  excellent. 

The  Primary  Unit  continued  with  Mrs.  Marjorie  Hamilton 
handling  primary  math  and  Mrs.  Cathy  Romeo  assuming  the 
role  of  primary  reading.  Assisting  the  primary  unit  in 
the  area  of  Language  Arts  was  our  Title  I  Reading  Specia¬ 
list  Ms.  Kyle  James. 

Ms.  James  also  has  responsibility  for  the  grade  4/5  Home 
room  in  the  afternoon.  Mr.  Steina  and  Mr.  Stewart  again 
teamed  to  share  the  responsibility  for  the  Intermediate 
Unit  Language  Arts  and  Math  Instruction.  Mr.  Steina  in 
the  area  of  Language  arts/reading  and  Mr.  Stewart  the 
area  of  Math  instruction. 

Both  units  received  valuable  assistance  from  our  two 
instructional  aides  Mrs.  Ann  Dean  and  Mrs.  Shirley 
Mascroft.  In  addition  to  our  instructional  aides  we  were 
fortunate  to  have  excellent  Volunteer  help  from  Mrs.  June 
Fairbanks,  Ms.  Bonnie  Casault  and  Mrs.  Linda  Leppanen. 
Their  assistance  was  appreciated  by  staff  and  students. 
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The  Special  Services  programs  again  functioned  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  student’s  education  with  Mrs. 
Margaret  Frost,  Mrs.  Helen  Bechan  and  Ms.  Suzanne  Bullard 
providing  tutoring  services  while  Mr.  Tim  Gilrein  served 
as  teacher  of  our  Union  #63  Behavioral  Adjustment  Class.

Routine  nursing  services  provided  included  observation 
and  assessment  of  all  children  for  maintainance  of  optima 
health,  first  aid  for  injury  and  illness,  home  visits, 
parent  interviews,  counselling  of  parents  and  students, 
assessment  of  special  needs  children,  planning  for  and 
assisting  at  clinics. 

SEPTEMBER  -  Mass  State  Law  required  an  immunization 

survey  to  be  completed  on  all  kindergarten 
children  this  year.  Those  found  unprotected 
against  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough, 
polio,  measles  were  required  to  be  excluded 
from  school.  Immunization  status  on  all 
16  kindergarten  students  was  checked,  com¬ 
pleted  and  necessary  reports  made  to  the 
State  Dept,  of  Health. 

OCTOBER  -  Vision  and  hearing  tests  -  were  completed 

on  all  students.  Appropriate  referrals 
were  made  with  follow-up. 

Hearing  -  3  failures 

Vision  -  6  failures 

Heights  and  weights  were  taken  on  all 
students. 

NOVEMBER  -  All  first  and  fourth  grade  students  are 

required  to  have  physical  examinations  by 
state  law.  School  physicals  on  students  in 
those  grades  not  yet  examined  by  a  private 
physician  were  performed  by  Dr.  Pickens  of 
The  Barre  Family  Health  Center. 

Fourteen  physical  exams  were  conpleted  by 
Dr.  Pickens,  including  those  for  transfer 
students  and  students  requiring  evaluation. 

Lead  Paint  Screening  Clinic  was  conducted 
for  students  in  the  primary  grades  (k-3). 
Sixteen  children  were  tested.

A  dental  health  program  was  presented  to 
students  in  grades  1,  2  and  3  with  stress 
on  proper  tooth  brushing.  Special  enphasis 
was  placed  on  nutrition  and  health  care  to 
relate  to  Munch. 

A  blood  pressure  screening  clinic  for 
senior  citizens  was  conducted  by  me  at  the 
school  prior  to  the  senior  citizen  Easter 
Luncheon.  (20  Adults) . 

The  entire  school  staff  was  also  checked 
for  hypertension  at  that  time. 

Program  was  presented  to  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  students  about  early  adolescence. 

A  film  on  menstruation  was  presented  to 
the  girls  and  their  mothers  and  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  question  and  answer  period. 

Mr.  Stewart  led  a  similar  discussion  for 
boys  to  discuss  physical  changes  they 
experience. 

Focus  of  the  program  was  on  the  importance 
of  good  health  and  personal  hygiene. 

An  evening  presentation  on  the  health  prob¬ 
lems  and  normal  development  of  3,  4,  and 
5  year  olds  was  presented  by  me  to  the 
pre-school  mothers  of  the  P.T.O. 

The  American  Red  Cross  Basic  First  Aid  was 
completed  by  the  entire  sixth  grade  class, 
as  part  of  their  requirements  for  partic¬ 
ipation  in  the  Cape  Cod  Ecology  Week. 

Sixteen  students  were  awarded  American  Red 
Cross  certification  on  Awards  Day. 

Immunization  Clinic  was  held  for  Oakham 
children  to  receive  immunizations  against 
diptheria,  tetanus,  polio,  pertussis, 
measles,  mumps  and  rebella.  Wachusett  Home 
Health  Agency  assisted. 

Tuberculin  testing  was  conducted  for  school 
personell  requiring  evaluation. 

An  obesity  control  effort  was  successful 
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for  one  overweight  child  this  year  who 
showed  a  change  in  dietary  habits  accom¬ 
panied  by  weight  loss. 

The  principal  and  staff  at  Oakham  should 
be  commended  for  their  alertness  to  health 
problems.  Since  my  time  at  the  school  is 
so  limited,  their  astute  observations  and 
open  communication  are  invaluable.

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Overview  of  1977-78  School  Year 


This  twelfth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Union 
#63  and  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  will  follow  past 
practice  of  being  brief,  with  the  knowledge  that  programs 
and  activities  within  the  individual  schools  of  the  four 
towns  are  well  covered  by  the  reports  of  Principals. 

The  1977-78  School  Year  may  best  be  remembered  as  the 
year  of  the  four  days  of  emergency  school  closing  because 
of  the  Governor's  declaration  of  a  statewide  state  of 
emergency  caused  by  unusually  severe  storm  conditions 
during  the  second  week  of  February. 

All  of  our  schools  are  continuing  to  receive  facility 
changes  to  reduce  the  consunption  of  fuel  and  electric¬ 
ity.  Storm  windows  and  insulation  of  ceilings  are  the 
major  projects  being  undertaken,  with  the  full  knowledge 
that  escalating  prices  for  fuel  and  electricity  will  not 
slow  down  in  the  near  future. 

We  are  beginning  to  experience  building  activities  in 
the  towns  of  Hubbards  ton  and  Oakham  that  are  causing 
some  increases  in  the  student  enrollment.  The  propor¬ 
tional  representation  of  School  Committee  members  in  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  is  coming  under  serious 
study  with  the  increased  proportion  of  students  from 
Hubbardston.  Undoubtedly,  the  reorganization  of  the  Re¬ 
gional  Committee  structure  will  be  an  issue  in  the  very 
near  future,  with  Hubbardston  gaining  more  proportional 
representation. 

The  spring  of  1978,  found  the  legislative  actions  of 
the  Commonwealth  revising  dramatically  the  state  aid  to 
education  formula  commonly  referred  to  as  Chapter  70. 

This  foundation  aid  program  gives  to  towns  their  largest 
state  aid  funds  and  under  the  new  formula  and  law  the 
towns  within  the  Quabbin  Regional  District  will  gain 
slightly  in  their  receipts,  but  will  find  a  big  change 
in  the  distribution  of  aid  between  the  Elementary  and 
the  Quabbin  Regional  District.  The  Quabbin  Regional 
District  will  receive  large  increases  in  state  aid,  thus 
allowing  the  Quabbin  Assessment  to  member  towns  to  de¬ 
crease.  In  some  cases  the  aid  to  member  towns,  under 
Chapter  70,  will  decrease  nearly  in  proportion  to  the 
increases  at  the  Regional  District  level^ 
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The  previous  years  of  focus  and  priority  by  the  Union 
#63  ineinber  schools  on  the  BASICS  have  found  our  systems 
emerging  as  exenplary  programs,  in  the  state,  in  this 
regard.  Many  school  systems  have  been  seeking  help  and 
advice  from  our  staff  in  the  matter  of  assessing  student 
achievement  in  the  mastery  of  school  objectives  defined 
as  basic.  We  can  proudly  claim  that  we  have  devoted 
thorough  and  proper  attention  to  good  instruction  in 
basic  skills,  and  have  caused  our  Basic  Skills  Assess¬ 
ment  to  move  beyond  the  simple  ’ 'paper -and-pencil  testing 
program  to  a  use  of  "teacher-certification"  in  acknow¬ 
ledging  specific  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  individual 
students  in  basic  skills  mastery.  We  are  pleased  with 
the  progess  being  made  to  have  every  child  with  serious 
defects  in  basic  skills  involved  with  remediation  pro¬ 
grams  geared  to  overcoming  such  defects.  Our  results  of 
measuring  our  students  in  minimal  skills  areas  are  very 
good  with  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  failures  on 
minimal  skills  tests  given  to  every  third  and  sixth  grade 
student .

Next  year  we  intend  to  introduce  "power"  or  "strength" 
testing  into  our  achievement  assessment  program  at  grade 
five  and  eight  to  counter  the  impression  that  can  be 
easily  but  falsely  gained  by  analyzing  results  of  a 
minimal  skills  testing  program.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
vast  majority  of  students  can  achieve  well  on  minimal 
skills  tests,  but  minimum  standards  are  not  our  desired 
goal.  We  trust  that  standards  of  excellence  far  beyond 
minimums  are  being  sought  and  achieved  by  a  large  major¬ 
ity  of  students,  and  future  measurement  efforts  will 
attempt  to  focus  on  such  higher  standards. 

With  the  current  and  increasing  pressures  to  verify 
student  achievement  through  formal  measuring  devices, 
we  need  to  recognize  and  remind  ourselves  of  the  extreme 
limitations  of  even  the  best  of  testing  practices.  Many 
of  the  most  worthy  expectations  of  learning  and  the 
skills  essential  to  being  an  active  and  successful  human 
being  are  not  measurable  by  conventional  methods.  Skills 
in  interacting  with  fellow  human  beings;  Skills  in  think¬ 
ing  and  problem-solving;  Skills  in  bringing  oneself  into 
an  interaction  with  a  variety  and  complexity  of  environ¬ 
mental  and  personal  situations  that  call  upon  a  sense  of 
values,  a  sense  of  self,  and  a  sense  of  universal  laws.. 
These  are  each  part  of  a  basic  education  that  is  worth  a 
priority  for  focus  by  teachers  even  though  they  are  not 
easily  tested. 
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We  trust  and  pray  that  our  teachers  will  still  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  look  upon  each  child  as  a  complex  and  grow¬ 
ing  being  with  mind,  body,  and  spirit  all  needing 
cultivation  and  nurturing.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  1977/78  school  year  was  marked  by  many  advances 
and  inprovements  of  which  the  Quabbin  community  can  be 
very  proud.  Begun  under  severe  financial  pressure  created 
by  insufficient  funding,  the  school  year  soon  took  a  turn 
for  the  better  when  the  committee  was  able  to  provide 
additional  funding  made  available  through  passage  of  the 
Governor’s  deficiency  budget.  As  a  partial  result  of  the 
beneficial  impact  of  this  additional  funding,  coupled 
with  strong  attenpts  to  maintain  the  FY79  budgetary  pro¬ 
posal  at  a  stable  level,  the  four  towns  of  our  school 
community  were  presented  with  only  slight  increases,  and 
in  some  cases  even  decreases  in  their  tax  assessments 
for  next  year. 

A  difficult  problem  was  posed  this  year  by  extended 
illnesses  on  the  part  of  several  faculty  members  but 
substitutes  were  found  and  the  problems  created  by  this 
situation  were  managed  as  well  as  possible  under  the 
circumstances. 

Educationally  the  school  curriculum  development  pro¬ 
ject  continued  with  better  than  two  thirds  of  the  total 
school  program  developed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Next 
year  will  mark  completion  of  this  three -year  project  and 
efforts  will  then  be  made  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness 
of  the  various  academic  programs  by  utilizing  the 
assessment  materials  developed  during  this  project. 
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During  the  last  week  o£  June  members  of  the  Sophomore 
Class  were  required  to  take  competency  examinations  in 
reading,  arithmetic,  health,  social  studies  and  environ¬ 
mental  sicence.  All  students  beginning  with  the  Class  of 
1980  must  show  proficiency  in  these  areas  before  becom¬ 
ing  eligible  for  a  diploma,  and  students  failing  any 
exam  will  be  required  to  engage  in  a  remedial  program  to 
resolve  any  deficiencies  identified  through  the  testing 
program.  Tliis  conpetency  testing  program  was  developed 
by  the  Quabbin  staff  over  a  three -year  period  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  average  score  for  all  students 
on  all  exams  was  82%.  Of  particular  satisfaction  was  the 
fact  that  Quabbin  students  averaged  90%  on  the  functional 
literacy  reading  test,  an  exam  that  measures  the  ability 
of  students  to  handle  real  life  situations  dependent 
upon  reading  skills. 

The  1977/78  school  year  also  marked  a  turning  point  in 
the  delivery  of  guidance  services  with  strong  emphasis 
being  placed  upon  academic- career  counsel iag  rather  than 
the  personal  problem-oriented  counseling  that  had  been 
stressed  in  the  past.  By  the  end  of  the  year  a  strong 
program  had  been  developed  which  will  hopefully  assure 
that  every  student  will  go  through  Quabbin  with  a  sense 
of  direction  and  purpose. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  recognize  the  time  and  effort 
of  the  people  who  conprise  the  Quabbin  Regional  School 
District  Committee.  These  people  have  repeatedly  demon¬ 
strated  an  ability  to  be  sensitive  to  economic  and  fin¬ 
ancial  reality  while  at  the  same  time  never  losing  sight 
of  their  primary  responsibility  which  is  the  delivery  of 
strong  educational  opportunities  to  the  young  people  of 
our  towns.  We  are  extremely  fortunate  as  a  staff  to  work 
for  towns  which  support  education  and  for  Committee  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  supportive  to  our  role.  In  behalf  of  the 
entire  Quabbin  staff,  I  thank  all  of  you,  taxpayers  and 
committee  members  alike,  for  that  sipport. 
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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Health 
Services,  from  September  1977  through  June  1978,  as 
school  nurse  of  Quabbin  Regional  Junior/Senior  High 
School . 

As  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health,  routine  physical  examinations  were  given  to  stu¬ 
dents  in  grade  seven  by  Stephen  Earls,  M.D. ,  School  Phys¬ 
ician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  Physical  Examina¬ 
tions  were  also  given  to  students  in  the  Special  Educa¬ 
tion  Program,  and  to  all  students  participating  in  sports. 
Written  notices  were  sent  home  to  all  parents  viiose 
children  were  found  to  have  any  physical  defects. 

Vision  and  hearing  examinations  were  given  to  all 
students.  Re -check  examinations  and  absentees  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  school  nurse,  and  notices  were  sent  home 
to  the  parents  of  children  who  failed  the  test.  All  stu¬ 
dents  in  grades  7  §  9  were  weighed  and  measured. 

Quabbin  Student  Special  Consideration  List  was  pre¬ 
pared  and  presented  to  the  Quabbin  Faculty. 

Other  routine  services  which  were  provided  during  the 
year  were: 

personal  interviews,  first-aid,  inspections,  exclusion 
of  children  who  were  ill,  counselling,  planning  with  and 
assisting  the  school  physician  with  clinics  and  physical 
examinations,  conferences,  ordering  all  health  supplies, 
and  notifying  parents  of  children  with  vision  and  hear¬ 
ing  failures  and  with  physical  defects.  Home  visits  were 
made  on  all  students  with  Special  Needs  being  evaluated 
under  the  State  Laws,  Chapter  766.  I  was  involved  in  26 
Core  Evaluations  and  attended  all  Core  Team  Meetings.

This 
Section  shall  also  be  construed  so  as  to 
prohibit  the  Following:  the  consumption  o£ 
intoxicating  beverages  by  an  person  while 
standing,  sitting,  walking  or  otherwise 
present  within  such  or  is  within  any 
vehicle,  whether  parked,  or  moving,  which 
is  within  the  limits  o£  such  a  public  way. 

Whoever  shall  consume  any  intoxicating 
beverages  in  any  public  building,  or  on  any 
public  property,  including  parks ,  cemeteries , 
school  houses,  and  school  grounds,  and  pub¬ 
lic  squares,  or  in  any  priA/ate  way  or  park¬ 
ing  area  regulated  under  the  provisions  o£ 

M. G.L.A.  Chapter  90,  Section  18  shall  be 
punished  by  a  Fine  not  exceeding  FiFty 
dollars  ($50.00). 
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Section  3.  The  foregoing  section  (1)  and  (2)  shall  not 
apply  to  any  activity  duly  licensed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  under  the  applicable  ; 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  consumes  intoxicating  bever¬ 
ages,  as  prohibited  by  sections  (1)  and  (2) 
shall  be  subject  to  arrest,  without  a  War¬ 
rant,  by  a  Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff,  Town 
Police  Officer,  or  State  Police  Officer. 

ARTICLE  21. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  facilities 
and  services  for  rubbish  disposal  purposes  for  the 
citizens  of  Oakham  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  meet  the  cost  thereof,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.
